'A Flagrant Disregard 
for Supervision''

The appeal of the dis¬ 
charge of former Sierra 
Madre Planning Associate 
Sallyanne Mallen was held 
over 25 hours on Monday, 
Tuesday, and Wednesday 
at City Hall. Debra Bray, 
counsel for the City, tried 
to establish a pattern of be¬ 
havior for Mallen which 
was described in her open¬ 
ing brief as a “flagrant dis¬ 
regard for supervision.” 
Bray characterized Mallen 
as “strongly resistant to 
and defiant of supervi¬ 
sion.” Bray also cited neg¬ 
ative performance evalua¬ 
tions as further evidence 
that “the facts clearly sup¬ 
ported tennination.” 

Regarding the Epstien- 
Biirr Virus, a contributing 
factor to Chronic Fatigue 
Syndrome, Bray’s opening 
argument stated that 
Mallen “contends that the 
City is precluded from dis¬ 
ciplining her due to her al¬ 
leged disability, but has 
consistently refused to 
provide supporting medi¬ 
cal information regarding 
her ability to perform the 
essential functions of her 
job.” 

Bray’s opening remarks 
continued, “When ques¬ 
tioned about being argu¬ 
mentative, insubordinate, 
and defiant, Mallen re¬ 
sponded 'You’re being ri¬ 
diculous’ and walked out 
on City Manager John

Other argu- £ 
ments advanced by Bray ) 
included a pattern of late- I 
ness and tardiness, and the I 
findings of arbiter Chester i 
Brisco “...suspension ab- i 
solutelyjustified;shehasa !

thority.” ' 

Mallen’s attorney, Lin- ( 
da Thornton, responded by i 
claiming that Mallen’s dis- : 
charge was “not a function i 
of acts that she took or did 
not take,” and that the City 
“took a course of conduct ' 
since 1994 to document ' 


anything possi ble to sup- 
port a discharge." 'I'Rom- 
ton continued by saying 
that Mallen was “criticized 
and written up for violat¬ 
ing unwritten policies, 
some of which were mutu¬ 
ally contradictory. One 
day, she would be criti¬ 
cized for doing something 
a certain way; the next day, 
she would be criticized for 
not doing it the same way.” 

Thornton responded to 
specific incidents in the 
City’s case by calling each 
of them “erroneous or 


completely out of con¬ 
text.” Given the definition 
of insubordination as “a 
failure to follow orders 
properly given,” Thornton 
argued that Mallen was not 
only not insubordinate, but 
that she was “within her 
rights and duties to resist 
orders.” She claimed a bias 
by City officials that re¬ 
sulted in their “constant 
rudeness” to Mallen. 

Specifically, Thornton 
contended that Develop¬ 
ment Services Director 
Anne McIntosh and twice- 
Interim Development Ser¬ 
vices Director Debby Linn 
consistently treatedl> 
Mallen rudely. Thornton 
added that the incidents 
cited are “so out of the 
realm of importance and 
substantial as to shock thT 
conscience.” Regarding 
Mallen’s medical condi¬ 
tion, Thornton claimed 
that as of Mallen’s August 
9th hearing, there were “no 
fewer than seven items 
supporting the diagnosis in 
her file of Chronic Fatigue 
Syndrome.” 

The City’s first wimess 
was Debby Linn, testify¬ 
ing by video. She called 
Mallen’s job performance 
“less than adequate to meet 
the needs of the depart¬ 


ment,” and said that 
Mallen was argumentative 
and frequently late with 
reports, argumentative, 
and had two or three inci¬ 
dents of insubordination. 

Anne McIntosh was 
brought in to testify for the 
City. One item of conten¬ 
tion regarding her testimo- 
ny was that McIntosh 
termed the substitution of 
comp time and vacation 
time for sick time ‘an ac¬ 
commodation’ for Mallen. 
Thornton argued that such 
substitution was in fact re¬ 
quired, and that the City 
did not go out of their way 
for Mallen in this regard. 
Bray’s objection for irrel¬ 
evancy (Mallen was not 
cited for absenteeism) was 
sustained To an extent, 
“^this objection and ruling 
set a pattern for the hearing 
that Thornton found objec¬ 
tionable; questions regard¬ 
ing the history of the work¬ 
ing relationship between 
Mallen and various depart¬ 
ment heads were consid¬ 
ered out of the scope of the 
hearing; however, these 
incidents, which may not 
have been referenced in 
the City case against 
Mallen, were critical to 
establishing what Thorn¬ 
ton felt was a pervasive

Sean Joyce’s testimony 
concerned the City’s ef¬ 
forts to make accommoda¬ 
tions for Mallen, such as 
altering her hours, and of¬ 
fering to make her position 
part-time, which Joyce 
said that Mallen wasn’t 
interested in. Court docu¬ 
ments (memoranda) sup¬ 
ported Joyce’s testimony 
that the City made at¬ 
tempts to accommodate 
Mallen. 

Joyce also testified to 
conversations he had with 
Sanford Miller, the doctor 
who examined Mallen. 
Mallen originally signed a 
release concerning Mill¬ 
er’s findings, but withdrew 
her release. Joyce claimed 
that he took a documented 
letter from Doctor Miller 
to mean “Ms. Mallen 
didn’t suffer from any- 
thing,^that would impede 
her from doing her Job.” 
When Joyce was pressed 


by Thornton for further 
. interpretations. Mayor Jim 
Hester, presiding over the 
proceedings, told Thorn¬ 
ton, “Mr. Joyce, as a lay¬ 
man, is entitled to go by 
what Dr. Miller tells him. 
If your client ties the Doc¬ 
tor’s hands (by withdraw¬ 
ing her release) there’s not 
much he (Joyce) cim do.” 

Thornton also asked 
whether Joyce told McIn¬ 
tosh to fire Mallen. Joyce 
said that he didn’t, al¬ 
though he did notify McIn¬ 
tosh, when she first started 
as Development Services 
Director, about 'perfor¬ 
mance concerns’ regard¬ 
ing Mallen. “I thought Ms 
McIntosh would be better 
to evaluate (Mallen’s per¬ 
formance).” Among spe¬ 
cific performance con¬ 
cerns, Joyce said that 
Mallen didn’t complete 
resolutions and Planning 
Commission minutes in a 
timely fashion. Asked 
about an alleged statement 


to Mallen that “I’m going 
to take care of those who 
are loyal to me,” Joyce re¬ 
sponded, 'That’s a gross¬ 
ly unfair mischaracteriza- 
tion of anything I may 
have said. I told employees 
that we were going in a 
new direction, that we 
would be more customer 
service oriented. There 
was some resistance.” Re¬ 
garding Mallen in general, 
Joyce said simply, “We 
gave her as much slack as 
we possibly could.” 

As testimony contin¬ 
ued, a pattern was estab¬ 
lished: Bray would support 
citings of Mallen’s alleged 
insubordination to her su¬ 
periors; Thornton would 
challenge that those super¬ 
visors brought about any 
friction with a preexisting 
bias. On Wednesday, the 
final day of testimony. 
Councilman Doug Hayes 
said shortly before 8:00, “I 
find the whole process 
very interesting, and I 
hope we never have to do 
it again.” 

Doctor William White 
testified on day three, after 
asking to be disqualified 
on the grounds of a con¬ 
flict of interests. He 
claimed a longtime rela¬ 
tionship with both Mallen 
and the City. Hester asked 
White to remain. It was 
made clear that White was 
not receiving, nor would 
he accept, a witness fee, 
and that he was present 
under subpoena. 

While not considering 
himself an expert on Eps- 
tien-Banr Virus or Chron¬ 
ic Fatigue Syndrome, 
White testified to first see¬ 
ing Mallen professionally 
in 1992, following her visit 
to Arcadia Methodist Hos¬ 
pital for weakness, dizzi¬ 
ness, fever, fainting, and 
an accelerated pulse. 
Asked by Thornton wheth-

OH! OH BOY! How I remember my 
first day of school, I sure do. Mom took 
me to the store to buy me new school 
clothes and shoes. We went to down 
town Sierra Madre to which store I can’t 
recall. I got two pairs of Levis that fit 
around my waist but were way long— 
that didn’t matter, we rolled the cuffs up 
anyway. Mom let me pick out four 
shirts, but she picked out the new under¬ 
wear and socks. All Levis in those days 
cost $6.00 a pair. Whether you were a 
little boy like me or a great big grown 
man. 

Then we went to Ralph’s Shoe Store 
up on Baldwin to look for new school 
shoes for me. In those days World War 
n was going strong and it was impossi¬ 
ble to buy anything made out of leather. 
The regular shoes a person could buy 
were made out of something like pressed 
cardboard and you know how long that 
lasted on a little boy’s feet. For a cou¬ 
ple of years, I remember, my brother and 
I wore tennis shoes. All the leather was 
being used in the war effort. 

That brings up another long ago 
memory. I don’t remember all the ins 
and outs of the system because I was too 
little, but you needed something called 
ration stamps when you bought stuff. 
Like shoes or groceries—meat, sugar, 
coffee, and gasoline. You had a A, B, 
or C card on your windshield window, 
which showed that you could have a 
certain amount of gasoline. I guess that 
is when they invented car-pools. Some¬ 
times when you spent the stamps for the 
things at the grocery store, they gave you 
back red or blue little button sized to¬ 
kens. I remember finding one in an old 
purse my mother had, and she laughed 
when I showed it to her and said that 
they “were the bane of my existence 
during the war.” 

Mom bought me one pair of tennis 
shoes made out of rubber and canvas- 
black and white—the only colors avail¬ 
able—and one pair of “fancy” (pressed 
cardboard shoes) to wear to church on 
Sunday ONLY. We were finally fin¬ 
ished with the shopping and we went 
home. 

There were a couple weeks left before 
school started and Mom told me that I 
couldn’t wear my school clothes until 
the first day of school. And I fidgeted 
and fidgeted-it was a long time to wait- 
-little boys don’t know what a week is, 
its Just not now or tomorrow and that’s 
a long time. 

OH, HOW I REMEMBER THE 
FIRST DAY OF SCHOOL!!! 

I got to put on my new Levis. I re¬ 
member the smell of them to this day. 
They were heavy and stiff and my little 
fingers couldn’t undo the buttons with¬ 
out help from Mom. Once I got them on 
and Mom rolled the pants legs up. I 
stood up and that wasmisery. None of 
this prewash stuff-back then-it just hurt 
me to bend over and put on my tennis 
shoes but I finally made it. The new pull 
over shirt I picked out went on the eas¬ 
iest—and I was all ready for school. Boy 
was I ready. 

I remember that first day like yester¬ 
day. The air was warm that morning 
which promised to be a hot afternoon. 
Mom drove me to school and took me 
to meet my new kindergarten teacher. 
Miss Striker. I waited a few minutes 


while Mom talked to Miss Striker. Be¬ 
fore Mom left, she came over to me and 
said that she would pick me up right af¬ 
ter school. 

There I was alone with Miss Striker 
and a whole bunch of kids raising hell 
in the classroom. Miss Striker took me 
around and introduced me to everyone 
and then gave me my own chair—for the 
day. Boy did I have fun. 

First of all I fell in love with Miss 
Striker. She was so pretty. I played 
games with the kids until recess. At re¬ 
cess we all got in line and marched down 
the hall, and around the corner to the 
cafeteria. We each got out own bottle of 
milk to drink. It was a little bottle that 
was nice and cold. It sure tasted good. 
After we finished the milk and disposed 
of empty bottles in a rack we could go 
outside to the playground for what they 
said was a 20 minute recess. It didn’t 
seem very long. 

When the buzzer rang we knew re¬ 
cess was over and we marched back in 
line to the classroom. Miss Striker put 
down something like futon mats on the 
floor and Miss Striker told us to lay 
down on the mats and try to take a nap 
for a little while. I think we all fell 
asleep pretty quickly with the heavy 
milk in our stomach and playing hard 
during recess and all. 

Miss Striker came by and woke each 
one of us up and had us roll up our mats 
and put them in the comer. Then Miss 
Striker read us a neat story from a book 
that she had on her desk. It wasn’t long 
before the bell went off and that meant 
it was time to go home. 

TIME TO GO HOME! THE 
DAY WAS OVER? 

Mom was waiting for me. It was hot 
and my neNuJ..evis were making my legs ^ 
sweat and my pants were sticking to my 
legs—now that I wasn’t in school I was 
noticing other things. Mom put me in 
the car and we headed for home. 

I was somewhat reluctant to go home 
just then. I was having too much fun at 
school. And—I wouldn’t see any of my 
new friends or the love of my life.

Some of the common check-ups include: 

* Physical exam - This is a routine exam of the ba¬ 
sic physical aspects of your body.
